Under this iniling an Amer- 
ican armed merchantman conld fire on a German submarine the mo- 
ment it is sighted without being considered as taking aggressive ac- 
tion. 


This view is based on Germany's declared intention to sink on 
sight Avithin certain zones all vessels, neutral as well as belligerent, 
and whether passenger vessels, freighters or contraband carriers. 
Stands Firmly on Warningf. 


The United States was said to stand flatly on its armed merchant- 
men warning of March 27 last, in which it definitely recognized the 
"right to prevent capture" as part of the "right of self protection" 
u-hi.rh could be exercised either by flight or resistance. 


The mere prosence of a German submarine is declared ground for 
assuming hostile intent because of the deliberate statement by Ger- 
ma)iy that all vessels are to ])e sunk on sight. Denial by Germany of 
the old rule of visit and search makes all its U-boats actually hostile.

One More Step 
Taken. 


Decision to arm Aifaerican ships for defense at once, reached by 
the president late Frida^y afternoon, and the call for a special session 
of congress to meet on April 16 had been definitely expected for some 
days. It was admittedly^ the next logical step in the plan mapped out 
by the president for dealing -vvith the situation raised by the German 
submarine program as detailed in his request to congress some days 
ago for specific power to that end. Filibuster in the senate prevented 
the vote on the resolution authorizing President Wilson to act, with 
the outcoi^ne that later opinion held that the president has unquestion- 
ed power to act without senate sanction. That he has noAV done, and 
doubtless a few days hence will find every American ship sailing for 
European ports or departing from them armed for defense. 


No onfi in America, and least of all those in authority, can fail to 
comprehend the gravity of the present step, yet it is merely the nat- 
ural development of a protective program forced upon the United 
States in defense of its unquestioned rights and its national dignity. 
There has been no thoughtless haste and no intemperate rashness. 
From the day the European conflict brought forth the first possibility 
of trouble for America the course of this nation ha^ been one of infin 
ite patience, thoughtfulness and toleration. There came a time when 
action was necessary because protests proved unavailing. That time 
was marked by the break in diplomatic relations with the German em. 
pire. The newer step is but a sequel to that. 


Nothing is more clear, however, than the fact that Washington, 
even in the action now ordered, still profoundly hopes and has some 
degree of confidence that actual war with Germany may be avoided. 
We may be very sure that American commanders Avill be given posi- 
tive instructions to commit no act that will precipitate conflict, and to 
oct only in self-defense. If clash comes, it is clearly the purpose that 
it shall not be inaugurated by the United States, and that the respons- 
ibility for it must be placed elsewhere. Meanwhile, we do not expect 
lo see any recurrence of congressional bickering over the course of 
this country when the new congress shall convene. There will natural- 
y be varying opinions as to certain elements in the case as they may 
:leA'elop, but in the main we are confident the president will have the 
united support of a patriotic congress and a patriotic people, still 
hoping for the best, still profoundly desiring peace, appreciating the 
Bolenmity and the gravity of the situation, but always a unit beneath 
the folds of the Flag and behind the finest ideals of a resplendent 
Americanism.

FARM COULD 


F E E D C n O POOR 


Poor Farm Superintendent 
Would Aid Poor to Com- 
bat Living Cost. 


Chicago, March 10.—^How far a pub- 
licly owned and operated farm might go 
toward aiding the poor to combat in- 
creased living costs, was hinted at by 
John AVelch, superintendent of the 350 
a«re e.stabli.shment which houses Cook 
county's derelict.«. 


"If we had 500 acres more we could 
feed the poor of Chicago—all of them," 
said Mr. Welcli, and he added: 
"Maybe 
some time the poor farm will do so." 


It is a case of "over the hill to the 
poor house" at Oak Forest, near Blue 
Island and southwest of the Chicago 
city limits. 
But there the likene.ss to 
the place described in the old poem .al- 
most ceases. 
New buildings, (loan and 
modern and comfortable, face broad acrcs 
of unusual fertility—acres which go to 
make up one of the finest and most 
.scientifically managed farms in Illinois. 


Improved poultry houses shelter half 
a thousand chickens and 200 dticks, the 
latter of the quackless breed esteemed 
by fanciers. 
Nearly a thousand hogs are 
fattening for the slaughter hou.se on the 
premi.«e.s. 
There arc acres and acres of 
onions, tomatoes, corn, potatoes and peas 
and the largest grape arbor in the state. 
And to take carc of all this are 4,000 
inmates of the infinnary, of whom 1,400 
volimteer for the task.s. 


For none of the beaten and heart-sick 
old men and women who come to the 
poor farm is compelled to work. But 
most of those able to undertake a task 
are willing to "do their bits," and after 
an pxpcriencc or two in the fields or 
shops they usually fret if weather or 
other compelling force prevents 
them 
from finding relief irom memory burdens 
in the accomplishment of the moment. 


Superintendent VV^elch says that win- 
ter is indeed a season of discontent for 
hundreds of his charges. 
Spring, how- 
CA-er, is a time for anticipation and im- 
patient waiting for the word to start 
the planting. 


"Tney are all waiting for spring," said 
Superintendent Welch a few days ago, 
"Spring means more here than anywhere 
else."

ARCH -Sth win record an anni- 
versary of peculiar interest to 
newspaper 
publishers 
of 
Ihis 
country, for on this date 
fifty 
years 
ago, in 1867, the first ground wood pulp 
was made at a mill in w h a t w a s then 
the village of Curtisvllle, recently re- 
named Interlaken, In the State of Mas- 
sachusetts. Up to that time pnper w a s 
made exclusively of rags, naturally lim- 
iting the amount produced; but with 
the successful conversion of wood Into 
a fibre suitable for print paper the vast 
timber resources of this continent be- 
came the limitless reservoir of r a w ma- 
terial for any and all future demand. 


Solved Another Difficulty. 


But the wood pulp fibre also solved 
another dlfiiculty for the printer, for 
theretofore the speed of printing press- 
es was limited, caused by the slow dry- 
ing of the Inks on paper made of rags, 
while the trade soon discovered 
that 
paper made of ground wo6d had excel- 
lent absorbing and drying qualities, and 
soon thereafter the printing press man- 
ufacturers were putting their 
minds 
and energies to work to develop the 
high speed press, and now the m o d e m 
double octuple press will print 72,000 
16-page papers per hour. 


America'« First Mill. 


The Idea of making paper from wood 
originated in Germany In tbe early 
tardea 
with Gottfried Keller, tndltion 


inspiration from a wasps' nest. 
Keller 
collaborated with a manufacturer of 
machinery, Heinrich Voelter, in whose 
name the patents were executed. 
It 
was not until 1866 that the possibili- 
ties of this Invention In this country 
were recoghlzed, when Albrecht and 
Rudolf 
Pagenstecher 
induced 
their 
cousin Alberto Pagenstecher to build 
a mill in this country, and financed the 
purchase of the necessary 
machinery 
and the building of a mill. T h e choice 
of location fell to Curtisvllle, where 
the outlet of Stockbridge Bowl seemed 
to supply an adequate amount of pow- 
er. T h e mill was built and on March 
5th, 1867, the first ground wood pulp 
was produced. 


Wellington Smith, Pioneer. 


Then another difficulty arose, namely 
the selling of the product. 
Paper man- 
ufacturers 
were either strongly op- 
posed to or extremely pessimistic of 
the 
papermaking 
qualities of 
wood 
fibre. 
When one very large manufac- 
turer w a s approached he curtly an- 
swered "Sir, w e don't use shoddy." 
Finally, however, Wellington 
Smith, 
who owned a mill near Curtlsville, at 
Lee, agreed to buy a lot as an experi- 
ment, and to Wellington Smith is due 
the credit of having made the first pa- 
per out of wood pulp. 


This pulp was invoiced at eight cents 
a poQBd, while the normal price today of 
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news print paper, then selling at fou». 
teen cents a pound was reduced to tyf0 
cents. 
I t is furthermore remarkable 
that in the fifty intervening years no 
substantial change in the manufacture 
of ground wood pulp has been made, 
although the improvement in details of 
the grinder has naturally increased its 
efficiency and production. 
Cradle of an Industry. 


Once the practicability of this new 
fibre 
had been demonstrated, the in- 
terest in it became general and the in- 
dustry developed by leaps and bounds. 
The Pagenstechers, of whom Albrecht 
Pagenstecher 
is the sole 
surviving 
member and still largely interested in 
many paper-mill enterprises, immedi- 
ately 
built a second and somewhat 
larger mill a t Luzerne, N. Y., and in 
1869 acquired the water 
power at 
Palmer Falls, where they built what 
was to be for many years and is to- 
day, with but one exception, the larg-, 
est mill in this country. 


Little 
remains 
of the 
Curtisvllle 
plant. 
T h e power was soon found to 
be totally inadequate, and the mill 
was eventually dismantled. 
But mo- 
torists traveling from Stockbridge to 
Lenox can still see. when 
passing 
through Interlaken, a square pile of 
stone on the right hand, all that re- 
mains of the cradle of an industr:i' des- 
tined to become not only one of the.

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Annual Report of Park Board Shows Development of Beauty Spots of the City. 
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The endless task of improving' Fort 
Waynci's growing park sj'stem and the 
work accomplished during 
1916 
are 
pfirtrayed in the annual park and for- 
««try report Just completed by Carl 
Oetz. superintendent of Fort 
Wayne 
parks and city forester. 


Need 
of more money and 
added 
prreenhouse equipment are brought out 
in the resume, which will be printed in 
the park booklet latei-. Report, in part, 
.as passed upon by the park board, and 
Mayor Hosey, follows: 
* 


The maintenance of our city parks 
Is one of our large problems. 
Our park 
areas are increasing from year to year, 
yet the amount appropriated for their 
maintenance remains substantially con- 
stant. 


Labor in all its branches is demand- 
ing an increased wage on account of 
the present economic conditions. 
In 
several cases during the summer of 
1916 other employers offered park em- 
ployes increased wages which we were 
unable to meet, and as a result they 
secured the services of these men. 


The park employes' wages have now 
been substantially increased to assist 
them in meeting these new conditions. 
While the increase in most cases was 
but a few cents per hour, our efforts 
in their behalf was appreciated 
and 
was born out in their daily labors and 
In their loyal co-operation. 
These in- 
creases in wages, in the light of our 
maximum appropriation for pay rolls 
amounting to but $10,885.00 in 1917, 
will require a most efficient manage- 
ment and a judicious distribution of 
labor, to maintain our parks In their 
present high state of development. 


May I, at this time, recommend that 
the amount of our maintenance pay 
rolls in our budget for 1918 be ma- 
terially increased. 
Due to my 
ex- 
perience In city park management, I 
believe the amount spent for main- 
tenance is our wisest investment, one 
f r o m which the 
public 
receives 
its 
greatest returns. 


liawton Park. 


This park is the workshop and melt- 
ing pot of our entire park system. 
The 
activities within its borders have al- 
ways been so manifold that its own 
development 
was 
somewhat 
over- 
looked. 
Realizing this, we prepared a 
plan for its proper development and 
this work will perhaps be finished In 
1918. 


Lawton park was a standard rect- 
angular real estate plat purchased by 
the city in 1886. 
The streets were 
platted to conform with extensions to 
adjacent thoroughfares, and when the 
park was developed these streets were 
used as originally platted. 
This con- 
dition is being changed, and Lawton 
park will soon 
display its 
naturally 
graceful and curving drives. 
Gravel 
taken from the creek south of the Spy 
Run creek dam will be placed as a sur- 
face on these roadways. 


It is also in this park where our pre- 
decessors 
defied 
Father 
Time 
and 
Mother Nature by planting poplar, ca- 
talpa, mulberry and soft maple trees 
for quick results. These trees were ex- 
tensively removed, especially from the 
proposed lawn space. Ultimately these 
poorer species will be replaced with 
standard ornamental varieties. 


The large bed at the Spy Run en- 
trance was planted in tulips for early 
spring 
effect. 
The 
south 
roadway 
through the park was used for general 
traffic during the closing of Clinton 
street while it was being paved. 
This 
road was considerably damaged 
and 
will be temporarily repaired with cin- 
ders for park traffic this winter, after 
which it will be permanently improved. 


A cement floor was placed in the 
main part of the storage barn and con- 
struction shop. 
This building was also 
rewii-ed to conform with the fire under- 
writers code, and additionally protect- 
ed with a fire hydrant %vithin 200 feet 
of the structure. 
We find the building 
indispensible. 


The seven green houses in this park 


are in a very poor state of repair and 
in zero weather it is vei-y difficult 
to keep the temperature up to 50 de- 
grees. 
The expense of placing thase 
houses in first class condition will be 
so great that it would be 
economy 
from a business standpoint, to build 
new modern ^louses to replace them. 


It is here where thousands 
upon 
thousands of display plants for our 
city parks are propagated. 
While wa 
are 
gradually 
substituting 
hardy 
perennials for these tender plants, it 
will be necessary to continue the pro- 
duction of these forms, for their en- 
I tire elimination is not desired. 
They 
¡ have a most ii.scful purpose, if used 
i in 
rational 
numbers. . This, to my 
jnind, is one of our most 
important 
institutions and cannot be neglected 
or sidetracked for any other improve- 
ment 
that 
might Tsresent 
itself. 
I 
earnestly request that this should re- 
ceive first consideration in the .budget 
of 1918 under the item of Im])rove- 
. ments and Betterments. 
At that time 
I a 
comprehensive 
plan with cost of 
same will bo submitted to your hoir- 
orable body. 


Modern P a r k 
Equipment. 
Our one-ton "International" motor 
truck heads this list. 
Qui* many parks 
are scattered throughout the city and 
, the dispatch with which this 
truck 
can make a trip of a considerable dis- 
tance is a revelation. 
During the win- 
ter it hauls cinders on the park boule- 
vard 
drivewaj's 
and 
manure 
for 
mulching trees and lawns along our 
recently 
developed 
boulevards 
and 
' park areas. 
This 
truck 
furnishes 
productive employment for the fore- 
ma2i of the forestry department dur- 
ing the winter months, and is per- 
haps one of our best ln\'estments. 


A power lawn mower 
wag 
pur- 
chased. 
This is a machine similar to 
our three horse-drawn mowers, 
but 
its motive power is a gasoline engine. 
Its operation was successful and if it 
j continues to operate economically and 
successfully the coming season, 
an- 
other machine should be purchased. 


A shaft-drive, horse-drawn, side bar 
cutting machine was purchased 
and 
worker effectively In long grass. 
A 
horse-drawn 
rake was also 
secured 
to work in connection with this ma- 
chine. 


A five-foot Buck scraper, to be op- 
erated with one or two horses, was 
was purchased to remove the snow 
from the surface of the ice on our 
park lakes in winter. 
After adding 
a few accessories, adapting it to this 
class of work, it was found that snow 
could be removed from the ice quickly 
and at a great saving. 
Many other 
smaller miscellaneous tools were pur- 
chased. 
It 
has been demonstrated 
that 
the 
purchase of good tools is 
a sound 
investment. 
Each 
tool 
is 
branded with a burn>ng Iron, 
"Park 
Dept." and catalogued so as to reduce 
the loss of tools to a minimum. 


Swlimey Park. 


This is our most highly developed 
park and was maintained accordingly. 
The lawn areas were given more at- 
tention 
than 
formerly, which 
labor 
was reflected in their splendid condi- 
tion throughout 
the summer. 
The 
area north of the storage barn 
and 
along the bottoms of the St. Mary's 
river was turned into a lawn and in 
another year will rival the 
balance 
of the park greensward. 


Sapling willow trees were planted 
along the banks of the 
St. 
Mary's 
river to hold the banks and also assist 
In their beautification. 
Camp Allen 
park, 
opposite 
Swinney 
park, 
was 
mowed and in the spring some effort 
will be made to make it more attrac- 
tive. 


The entire surface of the battery ¡ 
of ten tennis courts received a top 
dressing of clay from three to four 
inches thick. 
This was alternately ¡ 
raked and rolled, resulting in a good i 
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surface. 
A pTpe line will be run be- 
tween the courts to supply water to 
eliminate the dust on the surface dur- 
• ing the dry, hot months, 
j 
The Randall memorial, which was 
placed in this park, was given a land- 
scape setting. 
This required 
exten- 
' sive alteration to give it the proper 
touch of formality. 
The large bed 
directly in front of this memorial was 
planted in tulips as was the bed at 
the West Main entrance to Thieme 
drive. 


Lakeside Park. 


In protecting the Forest Park sew- 
er which pas5,es through the eastern 
portion of Lakeside park, the east por- 
tion of the lagoons was isolated. 
It 
was our intention to convert this de- 
pressed area into a sunken 
garden. 
We were tinable to accomplish 
our 
aim on account of our inability to fill 
this low area to a sufficient elevation 
to permit its drainage into the Forest 
Park sewer. 
This creates a somewhat 
bad condition and a special effort will 
be made in 1917 to secure sufficient 
dirt to complete this work. 


The southeast corner of the base- 
ment of the new Refectory building is 
constructed as a tool house. 
As sooh 
as a service bridge is constructed and 
the toilet accessories added 
to 
the 
comfort station of this structure, the 
temporary toilet 
and 
tool 
storage 
building will be removed. 


Reservoir Park. 


On account of Fort 
Wayne's 
In- 
diana Centennial 
celebration, 
which 
was given in this park and the large 
amount of damage wrought, this park 
required vast amount of labor in 1916. 
The board was partially recompensed 
with 
$1,000.00 from the 
Centennial 
association. 
It was necessary to 're- 
move many trees and much shrubbery 
to make room for the bleacher seats. 


The cement block tool house was 
torn down and reconstructed in Fos- 
ter park. 
The walks and the lawn 
area, west, south and north of the res- 
ervoir were greatly damaged. 
After 
considerably hard work this park was 
restored to its former beauty and sev- 
eral walks and the roadway leading 
to the island improved with a 
fine 
crushed stone surface. The water pipe 
lines 
which 
were 
broken 
in many 
places, were entirely relaid and tlie 
park today is in better condition than 
it was before. 


The shrubbery about the lake w l l

be replaced and 
protected 
with a 
fence guard until sufficient thorns de- 
velop on these species of shrubs to 
protect themselves against some 
of 
the destructive children. 
The 
new 
comfort station and tool house fills a 
long felt want and should be greatly 
appreciated by the park patrons. 


Foster Park. 


This is our mo.st picturesque and 
natural park. 
During the hot sum- 
mer months it was constantly throng- 
ed with plcnicers, reunions, etc. Ad- 
ditional lunch tables were built and 
swings placed at 
various 
intervals 
throughout the picnic grounds. 


The entire grass 
area 
extending 
from the Hartman woods, which lies 
just 
beyond 
the base ball diamond, 
to the front entrance of the park was 
mowed for the first time at intervals 
during the summer. 
A repetition of 
this with some additional work will 
develop in this park our most exten- 
sive laAvn areas. 


The winding walks were continued 


through the Hartman woods and were 
graveled with material secured from 
the St. Mary's river. 
A temporary 
dressing room was constructed for the 
boys that enjoy bathing in this river, 
just south of the base ball diamond. 
South Broadway parkway was widen- 
ed with dirt secured by the grading: 
and 
paving 
of 
Rudislll 
boulevard. 
Roadways were mad® at this location 
and ashes and other material are con- 
stantly dumped 
here and within 
a 
year this parkway will be sufficiently 
widened to permit permanent devel- 
opment. 


Other Parks. 


The east part of Pontiac park was 
almost entirely filled from the surplus 
earth from the grading of 
Anthony 
boulevard south of Pontiac street. 
A 
fine lawn was 
secured 
after three 
years' effort on the west half of this 
park by 
alternating 
lime, 
manure, 
harrowing, planting 
oats 
and then 
seeding with grass. 
The shrubbery in 


this park developed in a most thrifty 
manner. 


A public sanitary drinking fountain 
was constructed in Hayden park. 
A 
lai'ge shield display was made oppo- 
site this park on the H a r m a r school 
lawn. This bed was made of alternant 
terraces of different 
colors, making 
the words "P"ort Wayne, with Might 
and Main." 
This bed will be replanted 
in 1917. 
The shrubbery which this 
department placed about the school 
greatly enhanced the appearance of 
the building as well as blending with 
Hayden park across the street. 


Play Equipment. 


The five wooden coaster slides will 
be entirely reconstructed, which will 
require the services of our carpenter 
for about two weeks. 
The ropes on 
all the kindergarten 
swings in 
the 
various parks 
were 
substituted by 
lockweave galvanized chain. 
This ma- 
terial proved very satisfactory. Twen- 
ty malleable link swings were 
pur- 
chased and distributed in our 
various 
parka. 
These swings are enjoyed 
by 
the old as well as the young, and more 
of them will be purchased. 


The base ball diamonds in Lawton. 
Weisser and Foster parks were placed 
in the pink of condition. 
Two sub- 
stantial players' benches were made 
for each diamond, one bench being 
used by each team. 
Regulation can- 
vas bases and rubber home plates were 
purchased by this department. These 
three diamonds were the scene of the 
Shop league series and attracted large 
crowds to the parks. 


It is our intention to do everything 
within our power to provide facilities 
for out door sports. 
Additional tennis 
courts will be constructed 
and 
the 
courts already 
constructed 
will be 
maintained in the best possible man- 
ner. 


Botanical Schedule. 


A comprehensive botanical planting 
plan is under preparation. 
Its pur- 
pose is to prepare a list of small orna- 
mental trees, 
hardy 
shrubs, hardy 
vines and perennials for year round 
effects in our parks. 
It is a fact that 
there are many shrubs which produce 
different colored berries for autumn 
and winter effects; again there 
are 
many evergreen shrubs which do not 
belong to the coniferous family, with 
which wonderful effects may be se- 
cured. 


There are many autumn 
flowering 
shrubs 
which will cheer 
the 
land- 
scape at a time when most forms in 
nature are preparing themselves for 
winter. 
Vines can be used to good ad- 
vantage to cover 'unsightly telegraph 
poles and the surfaces of buildings. 


True, evergreen shrubs may be used 
in 
moderate 
numbers 
at 
various 
places for relief work, and the com- 
bination of these various forms, not 
generally employed, 
will 
add addi- 
tional life to the areas to be embel- 
I lished at any period of the year. 
This 
I list we are preparing will also be a 
' planting and purchasing guide. 
All 
• of the properties of each species will 
be 
listed, 
namely: 
Its 
height 
of 
growth, tolerance of shade or 
sun, 
soil requirements, foliage and 
other 
ornamental characteristics. 
It group- 
ings will also be made with reference 
to the months in which each species 
is most attractive. 


This work will represent a sched- 
ule to be followed for about five con- 
secutive years, which will permit a 
planting each year in proportion to 
our 
finances. 
It is evident that if a 
systematic plan of this nature is rig- 
orously followed, results will be se- 
cured which are permanent and these 
plantings will require the 
minimum 
amount of attention. 


Park Nurseries. 


In 19IG several thousand species of 
hai-dy shrubs were px-opagated. 
Va- 
rieties which are not at present grown 
in our nurseries 
wei'e 
purchased in 


limited quantities, which will serve as 
stock plants fiom which we will du- 
plicate their kind. 
This is an eco- 
nomical institution from which we al- 
ready secure 
40 
per 
cent, of our 
shrubs for park planting. 


Boulevard Department. 


During the early spring our newly 
developed boulevard roadways are al- 
most impassible. 
To remedy this con- 
dition all portions of our present boul- 
evards that are not paved are in the 
process of receiving a layer of cinders 
six to eight inches deep. 
The portions 
cindered, or in the process of being 
cindered, are Rudisill boulevard from 
the alley west of Bowser avenue to 
Anthony boulevard, and from Hanna 
street to Piqua avenue; Anthony boul- 
evard from Rudisill boulevard to Pon- 
tiac street and from the Maumee river 
bridge to Lake a%-enue. 
This work 
will be finished by early spring. 


Public ForesU-y Division. 


In the budget for 1917 the public 
forestry division secured $750.00 for 
the 1917 pay roll. 
This is a consider- 
able advance over the 1916 appropria- 
tion. 
The work of this division is so 
extensive and of such an 
important 
nature that it would be wisdom on the 
part of the city council to make a spe- 
j cial appropriation for this work. 
, . 
I 
The result of this work when done 
j on a large scale is so manifest that the 
I item of cost soon becomes an incon- 
: siderate quantity. 
In cities in whicb 
this work is carried on in a -wholesale 
manner, it has received the universal 
support of the citizens. 
1 
The amount of public forestry work 
done in Fort Wayne has also received 
commendation, the only complaint be- 
ing that the work should be done on a 
n»ore extensive scale. 
This feature oi 
the work will receive its due consid- 
eration in 1917. 


The oriental plane 
trees 
planted 
along our boulevards are developing 
in a thrifty manner. 
Two staggered 
rows fiank each of the two sidewalks 
on 
Rudisill 
boulevard 
from 
South 
Broadway to the alley west of Bowser 
avenue, a distance of about a mile and 
one-half. 
This same arrangement of 
trees is on Anthony boulevard, from 
Curdes 
avenue 
to State street, and 
from Pontiac street to Wayne Trac« 
extended. 
The planting of our im- 
proved boulevards will be finished in 
the spring of 1917. 


Insect Pests. 


A new arrival has been added to 
our tree insect pests, the black walnut 
caterpillar, Datana integerrima. 
Thia 
pest was present in great numbers and 
infested walnut, butternut, hickory and 
oak trees. 
It is in its last stage that 
! its ravages are greatest, and practi- 
; cally defoliate the tree attacked. 


In this stage they are one and one- 
half inches in length, black in coloTi 
covered with a downy sordid hair. Th< 
! front feet are black, while the abdom- 
; inal legs and rear legs are bla'ck out- 
; side and reddish brown on the inner 
side. 
After attaining full growth they 
transform to pupae in the earth. 


Their control 
is difficult but their 
ravages are lessened by remo\'ing th« 
great clusters in which they feed, and 
a thorough spraying with arsenate ol 
lead or some other stomach poison. 
Owing to the recent severe winter it is 
problematical if this pest will manifest 
itself the coming season. 


The Tussock moth, as stated in a 
pievious report, has been unable to 
develop in sufficient numbers to be- 
come 
troublesome. 
Natural 
forces 
seem to hold it in check. 
The scale 
insects are multiplying in great num- 
bers and the little contact 
spraying 
done by this department is very re- 
stricted 
in 
its effect. 
A wholesale 
spraying propaganda should be insti- 
tuted to deal with this most serious 
of tree pests. 
Xo natural parasite has 
to date exhibited 
itself in sufficient 
numbers to hold this pest in check. 


$47,000,000 Aqueduct, 232 Miles Long 


Is Now Declared to Be Gigantic Failure 


Huge New Water Carrier 
Built by City of Los 
Angeles Out of Commis- 
sion — Adulterated 
Ce- 
ment Blamed for Breaks 
Which Have Crippled Ex- 
pensive 
Construction 
Feat. 


Loa Angeles, Cal., March 
10.—The 
Los Angeles aqueduct, largest in the 
world, has been declared a stupendous 
failure. 


Engineers and construction expei'ts 
Bay it can never be a success until it is 
reconstructed at an immense cost. 


This famous v/ater carrier, the most 
gigantic municipal ownership under- 
ta,king of its kind ever attempted, is 
232 miles long. 
It v/as built at a cost 
o f 
$ 4 7 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 . 


For two months not a drop of water, 
other than seepage, has been deliv- 
ered through it. 
Due to breaks which 
have occurred in some 
of 
the most 
Vital place.«, the aqueduct is now com- 
pletely out of commi-ssion. 


If this city, with its 600,000 people, 
was depending 
on 
aqueduct 
water 
alone, the inhabitantf-; 
would 
be in 
great distress. 
Had Los Angeles been 
dependent 
on 
its 
municipal power 
plant, built in conjunction with the 
aqueduct, the city would have been 
in darkness for the past two months. 


Accordingr to Attorney Griffith .Tones, 
yi.'i*9 launched the investigation of the 
aqueduct, the reason for the failure 
of the extravagant piece of engineering 
was the cheapness of its construction, 
coupled with 
the 
incompetency of 
those in charge of the work. 


"The people of Los Angeles were 
deceived from the beginning by those 
behlnif 
this 
project," said Attorney 
Jones. 
"It was well known to the en- 
gineers who made the first surveys that 
this gigantic water system could not 
b6 built for $24,000,000, which was the 
amount of the original bond Issue. 


"But those backing the enterprise 
#14 not dftre Mil the citizens of LOB 


Angolci? this, for liad they duno s«j th - 
people would have l)een unwilling to 
saddle themselves with the 
tremen- 
dous bonded indebtedness necessary to 
complete the work. 


"As it is now, about $40,000,000 have 
been expended on the entire project. 
Including 
the 
constructed 
power 
house.s, and still they can't make the 
ditch hold water." 


A furtlicr bond Issue of $12,000,- 
000 Is now proposed to finish muni- 
cipal power houses along the aqueduct 
which are intended to furnish the city 
with power and light. 
One of these 
power houses is already installed but 
cannot operate because there Is no 
water coming down the aqueduct to 
turn^the'turbines. 


The Los Angeles aqueduct has never 
been able 
to 
withstand 
a capacity 
strain! Portions of it intended to carry 
a 140-foot head of water went to plcces 
under a .stress (jf a licad of 110 feet. 


Kxperts declare that tufa, a volcanic 
rock formation, was used to adulter- 
ate concrete, thus lessening the power 
of the aqueduct to resist water pres- 
mrre. Green or hew cement added an- 


river. 
The water stored in reservoirs 
at the aqueduct terminal has also been 
drawn upon. 


Had it not been for the Los Angeles

Chicago, March 10.—Revealed—the 
potato king! 


In an office at 192 North Clark 


street, sits t h e m a n w h o o w n s 
more 
potatoes probably t h a n a n y other in- 
dividual in the United States. 


He is Percy E. Miller, head of Al- 
bert Miller & Co., produce merchants, 
who, 
accor<Jing to lesser dealers 
in 
tubers, "buys and sells potatoes just 
like a tobacco 
m a n 
buys and 
sells 
cigarets." 


While food investigators were on his 
trail yesterday 
attempting 
to 
verify 
rumors that the Miller firm w a s stor-- 
ing tubers in million bushel quantities 
at Blue Island, 
Mr. Miller beat 
the 
investigators to it, by admitting t h a t 
he controls appi-oximately 1,500 cars 
or 1,000,000 bushels of 
potatoes. 


Denies He Has Comer. 


B u t Mr. Miller says he is not In con- 
trol of the potato market, is not trj'- 
ing to corner it, and never h a s and 
never will try to corner it. 
H e said 
that while he probably Is the largest 
holder of potatoes in the country, it 
is not unusual for him to control so 
many. 


He says his supply c o m e s f r o m all 
parts of the west, w h e r e a s last yeai', 
w h e n he had a smaller quantity, m o s t 
of 
t h e m 
c a m e 
f r o m Wisconsin 
and 
other middle western producing cen- 
ters. 


N o 
potatoes 
have 
been 
destroyed 
willfully to create a shortage he as- 
serted, but m a n y potatoes that 
have 
been frozen or otherwise spoiled while 
in storage have been destroyed. 


"I will give $5,000 to any charity if 
anj' authentic case of destroying po- 
tatoes to enhance the value of others 
is proved," he said. 


Holdings Well Scattered. 


Mr. Miller said that his holdings of 
potatoes besides fifty car.s at Blue Island 
are distributed all over the country. 
He 
said he has tried to distribute tlicni 
evenly. 


"Our holdings in Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Minnesota are not half what they 
were last year," he said. 
"The total 
amount of potatoes in those states i.s 
probably not one-fourth to one-fifth as 
great as last year. We shall be glad to 
show our records indicating the efforts 
and money s])ent to obtain refrigerator 
cars, 
especially 
for 
shipments 
from 
Washington, Oregon, 
Idaho, Montana 
and Colorado." 


He absolved both growers and rail- 
roads, saying that the former have not 
held back supplies, while the latter have 
been universally pre.ssed for service. 


"AVhile it is a fact," he said, "that had 
railroads been able to move potatoes 
more freely, p'riees would not have at- 
tained the liigh point they reached, yet, 
had the movement been much heavier, we 
should now be facing a potato famine. 
As it is, there are potatoes in various 
sections of the country."

detailed story 
of 
the whole battle. 


A week later—about February 15—tlic 
British cruiser Glasgow put into port, 
and from one of its officers was obtained 
a story of the sea engagement agree- 
ing in almost all particulars with the 
report the Rio Germans had the day of 
the battle, except as to the Amethy.st 
beingk sunk. 


What has struck 
Brazilian officials 
with }>articular significance is that the 
Germans were completely advised re- 
garding this battle on the day it oc- 
curred. 
The 
su.spicion 
is, 
theiefore, 
fairly well grounded, that some German 
wireless station probably reported it to 
German sources. 


The fact that such wireless stations 
operated by Gemans could be depended 
upon to give possible sea raiders exact 
information as to sailings and arrival?- 
of allied merchantmen at Brazilian ports, 
as well as furnish other information, has 
led to a redoubling of the government's 
eflforts to find their location and force 
their dismantling.

builders of wooden sliips throughout 
the United States liave been called to 
meet with the shipping board here to 
devise means of building as spedily as 
possible a large fleet of American ves- 
sels for trans-Atlantic trade. 


The board is planning a standard or 
several standards of ships ranging up 
to 3,600 tons to be used not only for 
ordinary commercial 
needs 
of this 
country but designed as well for use 
in transporting food and other sup- 
plies to other nations whose interests 
would be the .same as this country's 
in case of war. 
The proposed 
fleet 
would be of incalculable assistance in 
relieving the submarine blockade of 
Great Britain as well as maintaining 
this country's international commerce. 


The shipping board has found that

Lf»ndoii, March 10.—The Briti.sh trans- 
port Mendi, carryin^r South African na- 
tive laborers, was sunk after a colli.sion 
on Febniary 21 and 625 per.sons lost their 
lives. 


Ten of the Anctinis wore European^:, 
according to the announcement today to 
the South African parliament by General 
Loiiis Botha, tlio premier. 
The collision 
occurred off the Isle of ^Vight. 


The official announcement says: 
"Premier Botha stated to tlie South 
African parliament today that the trai-.s- 
port Mendi, carryinj; the last batch of 
the South African native laborers con- 
tingent (the rest of whom were landed 
safely in l-'rance), collided with another 
vessel en I'oute from lingland to Havre 
and sank in twenty-five minutes.

When the Sixty-fifth congress meets 
in special session on April 16, one of 
the most important items of national 
defense legislation that will come be- 
fore it will be the universal military- 
training bill. 


There is every indication that this 
bill will provoke the greatest discus- 
sion of any subject that will come be- 
fore the special session. 
There is still, 
in some quarters, much opposition to 
universal military training, and 
this 
opposition has reflected itself in con- 
gre.ss, so that advocates of the bill are 
not expecting an easy time in passing 
it. 


From 
time to time 
the 
president 
has been repre.sented 
as 
becoming 
more and more convinced of tho abso- 
lute necessity of a system of military 
training for American youths and it is 
believed ho will rail attention to the 
subject in his message to the special 
session. 


Administration officials have assert- 
ed that the ))resident is ready to sup- 
port the general staff plan of universal 
military service, and that he will bring 
the power of the administration to bear 
in favor of that plan, but there is no 
confirmation of'these statements. 


However, even if the administration 
should not throvv- its support to the 
bill the friends of the plan will be 
confident of their ability to put the bill 
through congi-ess. 


A test of the strength of the bill will 
come in the house when an effort will 
be made to have the military conimit- 
tee make a favorable report on the bill. 
Tt is doubtful that the house commit- 
tee, if it is democratic, will make a fa- 
vorable report unless 
administration 
support is behind the bill. 


In the senate the bill will be report- 
ed favorably at an early date in the 
l oniing sc.ssiun. 
The test of strength 
in the senate will come when an effort 
i.s made to place the bill on the major- 
ity program. 
I fere again the admin- 
istration might defeat or pass the bill. 


In any event the bill will be offered 
as an a m e n d m e n t to the army appro- 
priation bill in the senate when the 
new bill comes from the house, and 
when this is done an effective test vote 
on tho bill undoubtedly will result.

mandeer the railroads in time of war,

tion of all disputes between the car- 
riers and their employes. 


2. The

cluding the oil and leasing bill, about

and the water power bill. 


3. The Webb bill,

D e m m e and Bunge, and especially to 
the family statistics of Demme, 
Le- 
grain, Dugdale, Stark, Arrivee; to the 
animal experiments 
of 
Malret 
and 
Combemales, 
Hodge 
and 
Laltinen: 
and to the investigations of the fre- 
quent occurrence of drunkenness in 
the parents 
of 
idiots, epileptics, In- 
sane criminals and all kinds of de- 
generates 
(to n a m e only the 
family 
investigations of Roller m a d e 
under 
the 
direction 
of Dr. Forel), all of 
which agree in showing that drinking 
in the parents leads to degeneracy in 
the descendants. 
I would refer f u r - 
ther to the important 
investigations 
of Bunge, who concluded f r o m an in- 
quiry into some 600 oases t h a t alco- 
holism in the f a t h e r Is a chief cause 
of the loss of ability of the daughter 
to 
nurse 
her 
children. 
Professor 
Eunge authorized 
m e 
to state t h a t 
TOO additional 
cases which 
he 
h a s 
since collected furnish still 
stronger 
evidence of this connection. 


Demme's work, though limited, is 
very 
instructive 
for 
our 
purpose, 
hence I will speak of it more partic- 
ularly. 
He compared ten 
drinking 
families with ten very moderate f a m - 
lies, all living under similar conditions 
and selected with reference to obtain- 
ing 
the 
largest 
possible n u m b e r of 
children. 
The children of the mod- 
erate users were 82 per cent healthy 
and sound; of the Immoderate users, 
just the opposite, 82 per cent degen- 
erate and only 18 per cent apparently 
normal. 
The 
degeneracy 
increased 
with the n u m b e r of drinkers 
a m o n g 
the antecedents. 
W h e r e both f a t h e r 
and mother drank, not a single child 
was normal.—Dr. Alfred Ploetz, Ber- 
lin, Germany.

Sight of German Submarine or Its Peri- 


scope Raises Legal Presumption of 


Its Hostility, Says Ruling by 


State Department 


AND GUNNERS FOR U. S. SHIS AT ONCE 


Washington, March 10.—The mere appearance of a German s\iTj- 


marine or its periscope in the presence of an American, armed mer- 
chant vessel would entitle that ship, according to state department 
opinion today, to take all measures of protection on the presumption 
that the U-boat's purpose was hostile. Under this ruling an Amer- 
ican armed merchantman could fire on a German submarine the mo- 
ment it is sighted without being considered as taking aggressive ac- 
tion. 


This view is based on Germany's declared intention to sink on 


sight within certain zones all vessels, neutral as well as belligerent, 
and whether passenger vessels, freighters or contraband carriers. 


Stands Firmly on Warning-. 


The United States was said to stand flatly on its armed merchant- 


men warning of March 27 last, in which, it definitely recognized the 


i "right to prevent capture" as part of the "right of self protection" 


which could be exercised either by flight or resistance. 


The mere presence of n German submarine is declared ground for 


assuming hostile intent because of the deliberate statement by Ger- 
muny that all vessels are to be sunk on sight. Denial by Germany of 
the old rule of visit and search makes all its U-boats actually hostile.

HUT IS A NEW 


Now Has Shelter Instead of 


Being Forced to Sleep 


in Open. 


Toronto, Ont.. March 10.—A recent 


invention adding to the comfort of 
the British and Canadian field forces 
at the front is described in a dispatch 
received here today from London.

Governor Goodrich Speaks 


at Citizens' League 


Banquet. 


MANY CHANGES 


ABE PROPOSED 


Notable Speakers Point Out 


Defects in Present Con- 


stitution. 


Gov. James I'. Goodrich. President 


"William B. Stone, 
. of Purdue 


university, and others, were guests of 
honor at a banquet given Friday even- 
ing: at the Elks' temple under the aus- 
pices of the Citizens' League of Indi- 
ana. 


Governor Goodrich spoke on "The 


Significance of the Constitutional Con- 
vention;" President Stone discussed 
the educational phase; Judge W. H. 
Eichhorn, of Wells county, the court 
reforms: Theodore F. Thieme, "Home 
Rule for Cities;" Winfield Miller, re- 
tired business man of Indianapolis, 
taxation reform; John A. Lapp, legis- 
lative reference librarian, legislative 
reform: Charles Fox, Terre 
Haute, 


president of the State Federation of 
Labor, "Labor and Social Justice:" 
Ross F. Lockridge, secretary of the 
league, "New Constitution Forums." 
Miss Mary O. Kolb. teacher of history 
in the local high school, responded to 
a toast, "Our New Voters." 
Foster is Toostmaster. 


Hon. Samuel M. Foster, of this city, 


presided as toastmaster. About 350 
representative men and women were 
present. 
Mrs. Clark Fairbank, presi- 


dent of the Indiana Federation of 
Woman's clubs, together with a large 
number of other women were in at- 
tendance. 
Following the dinner Toastmaster 


Foster gave permission to the men to 
smoke one cigar, providing the wom- 
en did not object. He declared the 
meeting to be an unique occasion be- 
cause of the purpose. 
"It is delightful because there are 


so many of those not by suffrage but 
by right to be here through tho tri- 
umph of justice and the victory over 
prejudice. 
I believe giving the vote 


to women dyes not mean a political 
millennium but that the men have 
taken a long step forward and are 
now hotter prepared to overcome the 
difficulties of Rplf-Kovcrnment." 
In 


introducing Governor Goodrich, Mr. 
Foster declared the governor talked 
like a republican, but noted like a 
democrat. 


More Power I'rswd. 


The selection of capable men with 


keen vision as to the needs of the fu- 
ture to «lt In the constitution conven- 
tion next September and the extension 
of more power to the chief executive of 
Indiana were advocated by the gov- 
ernor. 
Ho asked that men familiar 


with tho history of Indiana, the work- 
Ings of its constitution in force from 
1816 to 1851 and of the present basic 
law and men able to foresee the prob- 
lems of the future to a certain extent 
be named to help frame the new con- 
stitution. 


"It Is an important event In the his- 


tory of Indiana. While our present 
constitution was well suited to the age 
In which it was made and In many re- 
spects adapted to meet the changing 
condition of the times, yet the state has 
found itself hampered more and more 
by the limitations of the constitution; 
found itself unable to serve the people 
and meet the many social, economic 
and fiscal questions that confront the 
people. 


"The call has been issud. The event 


is one of first Importance; the question 
of whether or not the constitution will 
be so drawn as to fully meet the situa- 
tion will depend much on the educa- 
tional campaign that Is carried on be- 
tween now and next September and on 
even until the end of the deliberations 
of the convention. 


"To restate the basic law of the state: 


to declare anew the principles of our 
government la the most important 
function of the state and It is well this 
meeting should be held tonight, the 
opening gun in the campaign of edu- 
cation, that we should as citizens of a 
common state discuss the questions 
with which the convention shall have 
to deal. 


Need Men of Vision. 


"The most important question of all 


Is the personnel of the convention; it 
should be made up of men not only 
familiar with the constitutions of the 
past, acquainted with the history of our 
own government and the rise and fall 
of nations, but men who realize not 
only the conditions with which this 
day and generation have to deal, but 
with prophetic vision look into the fu- 
ture and realize to some extent the 
problems that will confront us during 
the next fifty years; men who realize 
that the chief aim of a democracy is. 
not to produce goods, but that the true 
happiness and prosperity of a people is 
measured not alone by the sum of its 
material prosperity, but by the ability 
with which it is able to so control its 
social forces and develop its economic 
resources as to bring peace, happiness 
and plenty to the great masses of its 
people; men who realize that the chief 
pride of a state is not in the few who 
can number their wealth by millions, 
but by the degree with which prosper- 
ity is dessemlnated among the great 
body of its constituents. So I would 
say they must be men who realize that 
the new constitution should not be 
made up of articles declaring what the 
state can not do,.but rather it should 
state broad, underlying fundamental 
principles upon which the government 
of a free people must rest and trust to 
the wisdom of legislative assemblies to 
meet and solve the problems that arise 
with each day and generation; must be 
men who realize that it is not so im- 
portant to set the limit on the powers 
of government as it is to set free tho 
inherent powers that always rest in the 
people in order that they, through their 
legislative assemblies, may fashion a 
government that can serve the people 
under all conditions and all circum- 
stances. 


"When our fathers adopted the con- 


stitution they framed one of checks 
and balance*, clearly defining the pow- 
ers resting upon judicial, legislative 
and executive branches. 
Suffering as 


they had from the unwarranted use of 
the power of kings and emperors; fear- 


ful that the rulers selected by them at 
some future day might encroach upon 
the liberties of the people, they sought 
in every way to limit their authority 
and hedge about those in high places 
so that they were powerless to commit 
wrong and oppression. 


Changing; Feeling. 


"The Inevitable tendency of our own 


time is away from this diffusion of 
pawer, the distribution of responsi- 
bility and toward the centralization 
of power in,the hands of an executive, 
responsible directly to the people who 
selected him. 


"And so I take it that the men who 


frame the constitution to be submit- 
ted to our people will, in response to 
the unmistakable demand of the time, 
fashion a constitution that will set 
free the activities of the state, place 
larger power In the hands of the peo- 
ple and centralize that power to a 
greater degree in the executive branch 
of their government. 


"We are realizing more and more 


that while a democracy is of enormous 
value, because it excites a lively inter- 
est among the people in their govern- 
ment and to that extent Increases the 
general intelligence, yet In the past 
it has been notoriously inefficient be- 
cause of the fact that under our con- 
stitution the executive charged with 
the administration of affairs has had 
but little power of the manner of the 
expenditure of public money or the 
direction of the ordinary business af- 
fairs of the state." 


Explains Home Rule. 


Theodore F. Thieme spoke on "Home 
Rule." "What is home rule? Home 
rule for cities is not something new. 
It is not a fad or an 'ism.' It Is to 
the city what 'personal freedom" Is to 
the Individual, what 'states rights' is 
to the state, and what 'free country' 
IE to the nation. It means freedom 
of the city to manage its own affairs: 
freedom front legislative interference: 
opportunity to develop in the citizens 
a spirit of community strength and 
pride, a sense of responsibility and 
ownership, and a feeling of confidence 
through their ability to do things and 
manage their own needs. 
In other 


words the city should be free to frame 
and alter its form of government, to 
determine the number of officials and 
how they shall be nominated and 
elected ,to engage in any business ac- 
tivity that its people desire. II should 
decide as to how it shall secure its 
revenues and how it shall spend them, 
as to Its own indebtedness and the 
kind of taxes to be levied." 


Reform In Taxation. 


"Among the more vitally urgent re- 


forms to be reached through a new 
constitution is the question of taxa- 
tion," declared Winfleld Miller. "It is 
not necessary to emphasize its import- 
ance. • * • The people are sov- 
ereign and if their laws do not pro- 
mote their highest welfare, both so- 
cial and commercial, it is their duty 
to change the form of government to 
meet the age in which they live."

Sketches from Life 
By Temple 
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One More Step Taken. 


Decision to arm American ships for defense at once, reached by 


the president late Friday afternoon, and the call for a special session 
of congress to meet on April 16 had been definitely expected for some 
days. It was admittedly the next logical step in the plan mapped out 
by the president for dealing with the situation raised by the German 
submarine program as detailed in his request to congress some days 
ago for specific power to that end. Filibuster in the senate prevented 
the vote on the resolution authorizing President Wilson to act, with 
the outcome that later opinion held that the president has unquestion- 
ed power to act without senate sanction. That he has now done, and 
doubtless a few days hence will find every American ship sailing for 
European ports or departing from them armed for defense. 


No one in America, and least of all those in authority, can fail to 


comprehend the gravity of the present step, yet it is merely the nat- 
ural development of a protective program forced upon the United 
States in defense of its unquestioned rights and its national dignity. 
There has been no thoughtless haste and no intemperate rashness. 
From the day the European conflict brought forth the first possibilitj 
of trouble for America the course of this nation has been one of infin 
ite patience, thoughtfulness and toleration. There came a time when 
action was necessary because protests proved unavailing. That time 
was marked by the break in diplomatic relations with the German em- 
pire. 'The newer step is bxit a sequel to that. 


Nothing is more clear, however, than the fact that Washington, 


even in the action now ordered, still profoundly hopes and has some 
degree of confidence that actual war with Germany may be avoided. 
We may be very sure that American commanders will be given posi- 
tive instructions to commit no act that will precipitate conflict, and to 
act only in self-defense. If clash comes, it is clearly the purpose that 
it shall not be "inaugurated by the United States, and that the respons- 
ibility for it must be placed elsewhere. Meanwhile, we do not expect 
to see any recurrence of congressional bickering over the course of 
this country when the new congress shall convene. There will natural- 
ly be varying opinions as to certain elements in the case as they may 
develop, but in the main we are confident the president will have the 
united support of a patriotic congress and a patriotic people, still 
hoping for the best, still profoundly desiring peace, appreciating the 
solemnity and the gravity of the situation, but always a unit beneath 
the folds of the Flag and behind the finest ideals of a resplendent 
Americanism.

Gossip at Indianapolis is to the effect that Dr. Harry E. Barnard, 


for many years state food and drug commissioner, may be chosen to 
succeed John O. Behymer, state oil inspector, who has just resigned 
because he found himself unable to conduct his office in accord with 
the views of Governor Goodrich. Somehow we trust nothing will op- 
erate to take Dr. Barnard from general supervision of pure food and 
drug -work in Indiana. He has proven much too valuable in that capac- 
ity to have his services there dispensed with, and we take it there will j 
be no disagreement with the proposition that it is vastly more import-! 
ant to Indiana people to have a competent and courageous pure food ! 
and drug official than to be assured that oils are being properly in- 
spected. Doubtless another might be found who would properly care 
for the work Dr. Barnard is now doing, but the case seems a splendid 
example of an instance in which it will be wisdom to let well enough 
alone.

Packers have 


usually been able to pass along the 
burden of Increases to the ultimate 
consumer, hcnco they have not shown 
a keen Interest In tho prices paid. Hut 
$15 was apparently too much for 
them. 
According to news dispatches 


It "brought something- lllto a strike 
of packers." ^Kastern buyers also re- 
fused to pay It, and 20,000 out of total 
receipts of 33,000 hogs remained un- 
sold. When tho $15 prices comes to 
bo reflected In proportionate advances 
of pork clvops and hams there Is likely 
to be a revolt from consumers and a 
general turning In the direction of less 
expensive meats or a cutting down in 
the consumption of all meats. 
This 


contingency undoubtedly was foreseen 
by the packers. 


There Is no doubt that meat prices 


can go so high that the public will not, 
or can not, pay them, and the end may 
be a loss to the producer or middle- 
men. The farmer has been led to be-, 
lleve that high prices for his product' 
mean greater prosperity, and the im- 
pression is pretty general that high 
prices mean greater profits to middle- 
men and retailers. This attitude was

Poor Farm Superintendent 


Would Aid Poor to 
Com- 


bat Living Cost. 


Chicago. March 10.—How far a pub- 


licly owned and operated farm might go 
toward aiding the poor to combat in- 
creased living costs, was hinted at by 
John Welch, superintendent of the 350 
acre establishment which houses Cook 
county's derelicts. 


"If we had 500 acres more we could 


feed the poor of Chicago—all of them," 
said Sir. Welch, and he added: "Maybe 
some time the poor fami will do so." 


It is a case of "over the hill to the 


poor house" at Oak Forest, near Blue 
Island and southwest of the Chicago 
city limits. But there the likeness to 
the place described in the old poem al- 
most ceases. Xew buildings, clean aud 
modern nnd comfortable, face broad acres 
of unusual fertility—acres which go to | 
make up one of the finest and most j 
scientifically managed farms in Illinois. 


Improved poultry houses shelter half' 


a thousand chickens and 200 ducks, the 
latter of the quacfcless breed esteemed 
by fanciers. Nearly a thousand hogs arc 
fattening for the slaughter house on the 
premises. There are am-* and acres of j 
onion?, tomatoes, corn, potatoes and peas 
anil the largest grape arbor in the state. 
And to take care of all this are 4,000 
inmates of the infirmary, of whom' 1,400 
volunteer for the tasks. 


For none of the beaten and heart-sick 


old men and women who come to the 
poor farm is compelled to work. 
But 


most of those able to undertake a task 
are willing to "do their bits," aud after 
an experience or two in the fields or 
shops they usually fret if weather or 
other compelling • force prevents them 
from finding relief irom memory burdens 
in the accomplishment of the moment. 


Superintendent Welch says that win- 


ter is indeed a season of discontent for 
hundreds of his charges. Spring, how- 
ever, is a time for anticipation and im- 
patient waiting for the word to start 
the planting. 


"They are all waiting for spring," said 


Superintendent Welch a few days ago. 
"Spring means more here than anywhere 
else."

country, for on, this date fifty years 
ago, in 18G7, the first ground wood pulp 
was made at a mill In what was then 
the village of Curtlsville, recently re- 
named Interlaken, in tbe State of Mas- 
sachusetts. Up to that time paper was 
made exclusively of rags, naturally lim- 
iting the amount produced; but with 
the successful conversion of wood into 
a fibre suitable for print paper the vast 
timber resources of this continent be- 
came the limitless reservoir of raw ma- 
terial for any and all future demand. 


Solved Another Difficulty. 


But the wood pulp fibre also solved 


another difficulty for the printer, for 
theretofore the speed of printing press- 
es was limited, caused by the slow dry- 
ing of the Inks on paper made of rags, 
while the trade soon discovered thnt 
paper made of ground wood had excel- 
lent absorbing and drying qualities, and 
soon.thereafter the printing press man- 
ufacturers were putting their minds 
nnd energies to work to develop the 
high speed press, and .now the modern 
double octuple press will print 72,000 
16-pnge papers per hour. 


America's First Mill. 


The irten of making pnper from wood 


originated in Germany in the early 
forties with Gottfried Keller, tradition 
havinc it that ho In turn received his 


inspiration from a wasps' nest. Keller 
collaborated with a manufacturer of 
machinery, Heinrich Voelter, in whose 
name the patents were executed. It 
was not until 1866 that the possibili- 
ties of this invention in this country 
were recognized, when Albrecht and 
Rudolf Pagenstecner induced their 
cousin Alberto Tagenstecher to build 
a mill in this country, nnd financed the 
purchase of the necessary machinery 
and the building of a mill. The choice 
of location fell to Curtisville, where 
the outlet of Stockbridge Bowl seemed 
to supply an adequate amount of pow- 
er. The mill was built and on March 
Bth, 1867, the first ground wood pulp 
was produced. 


Wellington Smith, Pioneer. 


Then another difficulty arose, namely 


the selling of the product Paper man- 
ufacturers were either strongly op- 
posed to or extremely pessimistic of 
the papermaking qualities of wood 
fibre. When one very large manufac- 
turer was approached he curtly an- 
swered "Sir, we don't use shoddy." 
Finally, however, Wellington Smith, 
who owned a mill near Curtlsville, at 
Lee, agreed to buy a lot as an experi- 
ment, nnrt to Wellington Smith is due 
the credit of having made the first pa- 
per out of wood pulp. 


This pulp was Invoiced at eight cents 


a pound, while the normal price today of 


is under one cent per pound, and 


news print paper, then selling at fouf. 
teen cents a pound was reduced to two 
cents. It is furthermore remarkable 
that in the fifty intervening years no 
substantial change in the manufacture 
of ground wood pulp has been made, 
although the improvement in details of 
the grinder has naturally Increased its 
efficiency and production. 
Cradle of an Industry. 


Once the practicability of this new 


fibre had been demonstrated, the in- 
terest in it became general and the in- 
dustry developed by leaps and bounds. 
The Pagcnstechers, of whom Albrecht 
Pngenstecher Is the sole surviving 
member and still largely interested in 
many paper-mill enterprises, Immedi- 
ately built a second nnd somewhat 
larger mill at Luzerne, N. Y., and in 
1869 acquired the water power at 
Palmer Falls, where they built what 
was to be for many years and Is to- 
day, with but one exception, the larg- 
est mill in this country. 


Little remains of the Curtisville 


plant. Tile power was soon found to 
be totally inadequate, and the mil] 
was eventually dismantled. But mo- 
torists traveling from Stockbridge to. 
Lenox can still see, when passing 
through Intorlakon, a square pile of 
stone on the right hand, all that re- 
mains of the oradle of an industry des- 
tined to become not only one of the 
largest but also one of *h/» mo«f J«.'

Insect Fcsto. 


A new arrival has been added to 


our tree insect pests, the black -walnut 
caterpillar. Datana Integerrlma. ThU 
pest was present in great numbers and 
Infested walnut, butternut, hickory and 
oak trees. It is ih its last stage that 
its ravages are greatest, and 'practi- 
cally defoliate the tree attacked. .,' 


In this stage they ore one and one- 


half Inches In length, block in color, 
covered with a downy sordid hair. Th« 
front feet arc black, while the abdom- 
inal legs and rear legs are black out- 
side and reddish bro\vn on the lnn«r 
side. After attaining full growth they 
transform to pupae in the earth. 


Their control is difficult but their 


ravages are lessened by removing tin 
great clusters In which they feed, and 
a thorough spraying with arsenate ol 
lead or some other stomach polsbn.

between officers of the Pennsylvania 
railroad and the railroads of the 
south, held to determine 
the 
best 


means.for effecting more prompt ar- 
rangements for the shipment of do- 
mestic' lumber and 
forest 
products 


from southern states to eastern and 
northern destinations, on and via the 
Pennsylvania railroad and its connec- 
tions, a special 
lumber 
conference 


committee has been 
established at 


Norfolk. Va., by the following: rail- 
roads: The Atlantic Coast Line rail- 
road; the Chesapeake & Ohio rail- 
road; the New York, Philadelphia & 
Norfolk railroad; the Norfolk South- 
ern railroad; the Norfolk & Western 
railway; the Pennsylvania railroad; 
the Richmond, Fredericksburg & Po- | 
tomac railroad; the Seaboard Air Line 
railway; the Southern railway and the 
Virginian, railway. 


Much of the lumber traffic passes 


over the lines of these companies. 


The committee will virtually act as 


a clearing house in handling applica- 
tions for special modifications of em- 
bargoes against domestic lumber and 
forest product shipments which the 
Eastern railroad* were, compelled to 
place on January 30, 1917, on account 
of the general congestion, and . car 
shortage. 


The purpose 
of 
establishing the 


committee is to facilitate, as far as 
is in the power of the carriers to do 
so, the granting of special permits for 
(shipments of domestic 
lumber and 


forest products whenever transporta- 
tion conditions permit. This has been 
felt by the railroad* to be especially 
important at this time in view of the* 
heavy demand for lumber occasioned 
by the unusually large spring building 
operations and the general need of 
manufacturer*. 


The committee will be composed of 


the following 
representatives:

lantic Coast Line railroad, S. A. Stock- 
ard and H. L. King; Chesapeake & 
Ohio railway. E. P. Goodwin; Norfolk

New York. March 10.—Instead of 


being a machine for making counter- 
feit paper currency, a scheme by which 
Mas Wex, a German, was alleged to 
have swindled many of his country- 
men in various cities, the police de-' 
clared today that the contrivance is a 
"complete portable wireless outfit ca- 
pable of receiving messages all the 
way from Berlin." 


This conclusion was reached after 


government wireless bureau experts 
had examined the "black money-mak- 
ing box." The key and the transformer 
were the only parts of the equipment 
missing, the police said, and they be- 
lieve these could have been carried in 
the "box," 


Government officials asserted the 


machine is one of the most complete 
wireless receiving outfits they have 
seen. Search for the key and trans- 
former which complete the apparatus 
is being made. The police found the 
"money-making" machine in a trunk 
with a false bottom in Wox's home. It 
IB two and a. half feet square covered 
with black enamel and 
has silver 


handles, brass hinges and clasps. The 
wireless experts valued the apparatus 
at not less than $800. 


Wex told the police" the box had 


been made by a sailor on one of the 
German steamships at Hoboken. He 
denied it was a wireless outfit. The 
colls, 
motors, dynamos and oth'er 


apparatus in the box were part of a. 
plan, he said, to "give him color" for 
a moving picture scenario he intended 
writing. When the appartus was ex- 
perimented with at police headquar- 
ters, flashes and sparks came from it 
in genuine wireless fashion, the police 
declared. 


Wex is held on a charge of grand 


larceny made by Frank Sternberg, 
who alleged he was fleeced out of 
$2,000 after the prisoner told him he 
would take his two $1,000 bank notes 
and make forty out of them in his 
alleged money making machine. 


Wex had in his possession when ar- 


rested, the police assert, code papers 
and letters he had received through 
the offices of the German consul in 
this city. All were in duplicate. One 
paper showed a draft for $12,000 and 
another 
for 
2,300 
marks 
on the 


Dcutschos Imperial bank, Berlin. The 
prisoner explained 
these 
by saying 


they were remittances from wealthy 
relatives in Germany. He asserted he 
was graduated from Berlin university 
and denied he had been in the Ger- 
man army. Wex said he came to this 
country three and a half years ago 
and went out west.

Declares Market is Not' 


Cornered. 


Chicago, March 10.—Revealofl.—the/ 


potato king! 


In an office at 193 North Clark 


street, sits the man who owns more 
potatoes probably than any other in- 
dividual in the United States. 


He is Percy E. Miller, head of Al- 


bert Miller & Co., produce merchants, 
who, 
according to lesser dealers in 


tubers, "buys and sells' potatoes just 
like a tobacco man buys and sells 
cisrarets." 


While food investigators were on his 


trail yesterday attempting to verify 
rumors that the Miller firm was stor- 
ing tubers in million bushel quantities 
at Blue Island, Mr. Miller beat the 
Investigators to it. by admitting that 
he controls approximately 1,500 cars 
or 1,000,000 bushels of potatoes. 


Denies He Has Corner. 


But Mr. Miller says he is not in con- 


trol of the potato market, is not try- 
ins to corner it. and never has and 
never will t/cy to corner it. He said 
hat while he probably is the largest 
lolder of potatoes in the country, it 
s not unusual for him to control so 
uany. 
» 


He says his supply comes from all 


parts of the west, whereas last year, 
vhen he had a smaller quantity, moat 
of them came from Wisconsin and 
other middle western producing cen- 
:ers. 


No potatoes have been destroyed 


skillfully to create a shortage he as- 
serted, but many potatoes that have 
been frozen or otherwise spoiled while 
n storage have been destroyed. 


"I will give $5,000 to any charity If 


any authentic case of destroying po- 
atoes to enhance the value of others 
s proH-ed." he said. 


Holdings Well Scattered. 


Mr. Miller said that his holdings of 


>otatoes besides fifty cars at Blue Island 
re distributed all.over the country. Hu 
said he lias tried to distribute them 
evenly. 


"Our 
holdings in Wisconoin, Michigan 


and Minnesota arc not half what they 
were last year," he said. "The total 
amount of potatoes in those states ii» 
irobably not one-fourth to one-fifth aa 
itrcat as last year. We shall be glad to 
show our records indicating the efforts 
and money spent to obtain refrigerator 
cars, especially for shipment* from 
Washington, Oregon, 
Idaho, Montana 


and Colorado." 


He absolved both growers and rail- 


roads, saying that the former have not 
lield back supplies, wliilo the latter have 
i>cen universally pressed for service. 


'While it is a fact," he said, "that had 


railroads been ahle to move potatoes 
more freely, prices would not have at- 
tained the high point they reached, yet, 
had t he movement been much heavier, wo 
should now bo facing a potato famine. 
AH it is, there are potatoci in various 
sections of the country."

destine. wireless stalons on the Brazil- 
ian coast are believed, to be in oper- 
ation 6y Germans. Searching inves- 
tigation by the Brazilian authorities to 
prevent violation of neutrality has 
resulted ia this bit of deduction on the 
part of officials: 


On February S there was an engage- 


ment between British war ships and 
German vessels off the 
island of 


Fernando de Norohna, on the north- 
ern coast of Brazil. . 


Within a. few hours after inhabi- 


tants of this islend reported seeing 
the flashes of big guns and hearing 
the cannonading German interests in 
Rio de Janeiro gave circulation to a 
story that the British cruiser Ame- 
thyst had met three raiders off the 
coast and had been sunk. 


The story was denied by the Brit- 


ish consul. No information was ob- 
tainable from the Brazilian ministry 
of marine. Notwithstanding this, the 
German interests circulated a very 
circumstantial and detailed story of 
the whole battle. 


A week latcr-=-about February 15— the 


British cruiser Glasgow put into port, 
and from one of its officers was obtained 
a story of the sea engagement agree- 
ing in almost all particulars with the 
report the '-Rio Germans had the day of 
the battle, except as to the Amethyst 
being sunk. 


What has struck 
Brazilian officials 


with particular significance is that the 
Germans were completely advised re- 
garding this battle on the day it oc- 
jurred. The 
suspicion is, 
therefore, 


fairly well grounded, that some German 
wireless station probably reported it to 
German sources. 


The fact that such wireless stations 


operated by Germans could be depended 
upon to give possible sea raiders exact 
information as to sailings and arrivals 
of allied merchantmen at Brazilian ports, 
as well as furnish other information, has 
led to ft redoubling of the government's 
efforts to find their location and force 
their dismantling.

Indianapolis, Intl., March. 10.—The 


Signing by Governor Gootlrich of the 
highway bill brought to an official 
close an exceedingly vigorous and 
fruitful campaign by the Hoosier Mo- 
tor club and the Hoosier State Auto- 
mobile association, consisting of fifty- 


, five affiliated motor clubs. Other bills 


enacted into law by the 1917 general 
assembly are of particular interest to 
the motorist, and the Hoosier State 
Automobile association helped in 
a 


very material way to get the following 
bills passed: 


1. The state highway commission 


bill. 


2. A state dimmer bill, regulating 


automobile headlights. 


3. A bill making unlawful taking 


of an automobile a felony. 


4. A road posting bill, authorizing 


county commissioners to erect road 
signs of a uniform character at county 
road crossings. 


5. A bill making it a misdemeanor 


to change the serial number of auto- 
mobile motors or in any other way 
deface an automobile for the purpose 
of disguising its rightful ownership. 


6. A bill authorizing towns, through 


which roads have been built, to have 
these roads maintained 
out 
of the 


rounty road maintenance fund, up to 
the prorata amount paid in by said 
towns, thus relieving one of the Ine- 
qualities of the three mile road law. 


The Highway law, as now establish- 


ed, is acceptable to the federal govern- 
ment, thereby entitling Indiana to re- 
ceive $407,242.00 July 1. 1!U7. $407.- 
242.00 July 1, 10] S, $542,990.00 July 
1, 1919, and $678,738.00 July 1. 1920. 
malting a total of $2,036.212.00 net 
after deducting the United States ad- 
ministration cost. The above amounts 
must be equalled by state funds or by 
state and county funds. 
The present 


plan of financing the state highway 
department is with $400.000 from the 
inheritance tax and from the general 
fund, $100,000 July 1, 1917, and $500,-

London, March 10.—The British trans- 


port Mcndi, carrying South African na- 
tive-laborers, was sunk after a collision 
on February 21 and 025 persona lost their 
lives. 


Ten of the victims were European?, 


according to the announcement today to 
the South African parliament by General 
Louis Botha, the premier. Tho collision 
occurred off the Isle of AVight. 


The official announcement says: 
"Premier Botha stated to tho South 


African parliament today that the trans- 
port Mcndi, carrying the. last hatch, of 
the South African native laborers con- 
tingent (the rest of whom wcro landed 
safely in Trance), collided with another 
vessel en. route from England to Havre 
and sank in twenty-five minutes. The 
collision occurred oft" the Isle of Wight, 
February 21.

Wilson's Attitude on Service 


for All May Decide 


Its Fate. 


AVashington. D. C.. March 10.— 


When the Sixty-fifth congress meets 
in special session on April 16, one of 
the most important items of national 
defense legislation that will come be- 
fore it will be the universal military 
training bill. 


There is every indication that this 


bill will provoke the greatest discus- 
sion of any subject that will come be- 
fore the special session. There is still, 
in some quarters, much opposition to 
universal military training, and this 
opposition has reflected itself in con- 
gress, so that advocates of the bill are 
not expecting an easy time in passing 


From time to time the president 


has been represented 
as becoming 


more and more convinced of the abso- 
lute necessity of a system of military 
training for American youths and it is 
believed he will call attention to the 
subject in his message to the special 
session. 
- Administration officials have assert- 
ed that the president is ready to sup- 
port the general start plan of universal 
military service, and that he will bring 
the power of the administration to bear 
in favor of that plan, but there is no 
confirmation of>these statements. 


However, even if the administration 


should not throw its support to the 
bill the friends of the plan will be 
confident ot their ability to'put the bill 
through congress. 


A test of the strength of the bill will 


come in the house when an effort will 
be made to have the military commit- 
tee make a favorable report on the bill. 
It is doubtful that the house commit- 
tee, if it Is democratic, will make a fa- 
vunible report unless administration 
support is behind the bill. 


In the senate the bill will be report- 


ed favorably at an early date in the 
coming session. The test of strength 
in the senate will come when an effort 
is made to place the bill on the major- 
ity program. 
Here again the admin- 


istration might defeat or pass the bill. 


In any event the bill will be offered 


as an amendment to the army appro- 
priation bill in the senate when the 
new bill comes from the house, and 
when this is done an effective test vote 
on the bill undoubtedly will result.

Called.away in the midst of 
this gigantic war, in which he so' en- 
ergetically co-operated in combating 
our enemies, it vcas unfortunately not 
given to him personally to participate 
in the end of the fight, but his work 
will be continued in his spirit by the 
army and the navy.

Tho memory of him will always re- 
main sublime and dear to me.

Count von Zeppelin was suffering 


from dysentery for some time prior to

be on.-icted into law when tho extra 
session of congress convenes on April 
] G. 


This legislation is divided between 


military and civil measures, all of 
which have an important bearing on 
the present international crisis. 


Bills PctlatniiiR to Military. 


The straightaway military legisla- 


tion which will be laid before congress 
includes: 


1. The army appropriation bill, car- 


rying appropriations of 51279.000,000. 


2. The Chamberlain and army war 


college universal military training 
bills. 


3. The armed neutrality bill, legal- 


izing the arming of ships, providing 
other instrumentalities for the protec- 
tion of Americans on the seas, and 
appropriating $100,000,000 for their 
protection. 


4. The espionage and censorship 


bills. 


5. The measure extending the pow- 


ers of the shipping board so that it 
may commandeer vessels in time of 
war. 


The civil legislation which has a 


bearing on the international situation 
includes: 


1. The 
president's railroad 
pro- 


gram, including the measures to com- 
mandeer the railroads in time of war, 
to Increace the Interstate commerce 
commission to nine members, and to 
provide for the compijlsory arbitra- 
tion of all disputes between the car- 
riers and their employes. 


2. The conservation program, in- 


cluding the oil and leasing bill, about 
which the navy is vitally concerned 
and the water power bill. 


3. The Webb bill, 
legalizing 
co- 


operative efforts to gain foreign trade, 
both before and after the end of the 
war. 


In addition congress will have to 


enact the sundry civil, the general de- 
ficiency, the military academy, and 
the urgent deficiency appropriation 
bills, which failed of passage in the 
final hours of the recent session. 


Some appropriation will have to be 


mado also for river and harbor work, 
although the foes of pork are already 
lining up for a determined fight 
against any possible effort 
to jam 


through the $50,000,000 pork barrel 
measure which was killed by the ad- 
journment of congress.

Artillery Now Most Important. 


I 


N land fighting, as it now is conducted, the 


artillery is the most important branch of 


ihe service. It was the superiority o£ the Ger- 
man 
-12 centimeter guns that enabled her to 


wade through Belgium without trouble, after 
the monsters had destroyed with a few shots 
thu forts at Liege. 
Then the French, long the 


greatest artillerymen on the earth, brought 
forth their 75 millimeter gun, an instrument 
that enabled them to hold Verdun against the 
assaults of the German crown prince. 
Anti- 


aircraft guns of all descriptions and degrees 
of efficiency have been developed, perhaps the 
latest being that used against Zeppelins in 
London and which were so successful that raids 
over- England havo been discontinued. 


BUT—and it's a big word, if reports are ac- 


curate—the United States recently developed a, 
howitzer far superior even to the boasted ".Big 
.Berthas," "Busy Berthas," "Long Toms" an.] 
"Seventy-fives." 
This Is a new U.fi-lnch gun, 


not so big as the 11 and 12 inches they use on 
the other side, but reputed to be much more ef- 
ilclent, accurate and easily transported.

XPLOSIVES, of course, are almost equal in 


importance to guns. 
In this respect tho 


United 
States 
is 
especially 
well 
equipped. 


There are a number of explosives that belong 
solely to the government; one of the newest, 
invented by llev. Julius Nieuwland of Notre 
Daaie University Is said to be so powerful that 
an atom—the tfnallest visible amount—is suf- 
licient to wreck a large building. 
In addition 


this explosive has the advantage of being so 
made that one material can be substituted for 
another without loss of power, in case any raw 
material should run short or become too ex- 
pensive. 


And as for manufacturing plants, no country 


is better equipped than the United plates. The 
long practice in making shells and other neces- 
sities of war for Europe has produced an enor- 
mous corps of trained workers who could turn 
out easily as many shells as our armies would 
require. 
Then there ure other factories which 


can be put to like uses: patriotic owners, such 
as Henry Ford, have offered factories and for- 
tunes for war purposes without profit. 


Cue of the greatest handicaps to the trench 


warfare has been the inability of commanders 
of opposing armies to ascertain just where their 
enemies were, unless aeroplanes were available 
to make ascensions. 
A new inx'ention by Wil- 


liam Marconi, inventor of the wireless, makes 
it possible by using a cameralike device to see 
through brick walls. 
This device, when an- 


nounced as being in experimental stages, gave 
such promise of working that the government 
evidently took an interest In the work. 
No 


definite announcement has been made concern- 
Ing it since May. 1015. 


The wireless will play an important part In 


whatever surprise may be sprung by the United 
States In time of war. 
Not only has Marconi 


been working at it, but Edison as well. 
Ono 


of the problems that Marconi has worked out 
is that of lighting a lamp at a distance by 
means of wireless rays. 


Edison, in an interview some months ago, 


hinted that he has improved on this proposi- 
tion, by making it possible to explode a stor- 
age of explosives or shells, or even to start a 
lire at almost any distance. 
Marconi's device 


worked at a distance of six miles. 


Imagine the surprise of an enemy detach- 


ment, thinking Itself safely under cover of 
darkness, creeping up on United States forces, 
finding itself suddenly in a flood of. light com- 
ing from close by, making it a target for shells 
and bullets and still failing to reveal the where- 
abouts of the attackers. 


How Lamps Could 3e Used. 
. AMPS hung from balloons could be float** 
JL over enemy trenches under cover of dark- 
ness, then lighted simultaneously by wireless 
when it seemed desirable, this method being far 
superior to that of discharging "star" bombs, 
which last only a few minutes and havo not th» 
power of diffusing light that a carbon light, 
properly reflected, would have.

Improving on the wireless also, and hav«- De- 
veloped a system of sending between two of 
moro aeroplanes, as well as between aeroplanes 
and land, something not used In Europe.

speaking of aviators, calls to mind the 


.Tinny assertions that have been made regard- 
ing the Inadequacy of the United States Fly- 
Ing Corps. 
Inadequate they may be as regardt 


men; but where planes and balloons are con- 
cerned. It Is probable that they have types at 
excellent as any possessed by European nations. 
although not in tho quantities desired. 
One 


of the surprises the United States Is prepared 
to spring In this regard is that of the kite bal- 
loon, which does not give its presence away by 
noise, for it oocs not carry a motor and has no 
motive power except that of the wind. 


it it shaped much like a Zeppelin, according 


to accounts, but is steered and controlled "by 
pluncs and rudders similar to those of planes. 
It can carry a passenger along with tho pilot. 
This machine will be Invaluable for scouting 
and boml, dropping.

THE IMPORTANT PLACE OF EGGS IN THE DIET 


Because of the peculiar -food value 


of eggs, their relative freedom from 
waste .and the ease with which they 
may be prepared, their use as meat 
substitutes at least is often desirable 
even when a consideration of their 
price- alone would not so indicate. 
While this is true of eggs served as 
one of the principal dishes of a meal, 
it often is not true of egga used in 
cakes, puddings, and other desserts 
along with meats. It is in the latter 
use of eggs that tho housewife who 
wishes to economize can try especially 
to curtail consumption. A fact whioh 
makes this latter, practice easier is 
that with the present availability of 
baking powders, corn starch, gelatin, 
etc.. the use of eggs to impart light- 
ness or to thicken liquids is not 'now 
essential as it was in the past. 


The principal food element furnish- 


ed by eggs la protein, the nitrogenous 
tissne-bullding element whose pres- 
ence in considerable proportions also 
gives meats, fish, milk, cheese, etc., 
their special food value. 
Eggs can, 


therefore, be substituted In the diet 
tor the latter foods without materially 
Altering the proportion of protein con- 
sumed. In addition to protein, eggs 
also furnish fat and a number of val- 
uable mineral elements, including sul- 
phur, phosphorus, iron, calcium and 
magnesium, in an easily assimilable 
form, and are believed also to be rich 
In certain essential vitalizing elements 
called vitamins. 


Like milk and unlike meats, eggs do 


not contain substances convertible in 
the body into uric acid. Their shells 
constitute the only waste materials. 
Ninety-seven per cent of the portion 
eMen—a high proportion compared to 
other foods—is digested. No extended 
cooking is necessary for eggs and there 
is, therefore a saving of time, labor, 
and fuel in their preparation when 
they are compared with many other 
foods. For all these reasons eggs de- 


serve an important place in the diet 
for use at times in pla.ce of other foods

In the Egyptian gallery of the Brit- 


ish Museum there is a painting of a 
man in a boat engaged in throwing a 
crooked Instrument like a boomerang 
at a flock of birds, and on the same 
tablet a cat much like our common 
striped tabby, (the word tabby does 
not refer to the sex of the cat but to 


its markings, wWch resemble those on 
watered sflfc) but with longer legs and 
tall, Is represented as seizing a duck 
by one wing, while so* has a short- 
tailed bird like a. quail and another ap- 
parently a songbird, under her feet. 
In such situations puss often appears 
on the monuments of the middle em- 
pire, bat so far as I can learn she is 
not represented as catching mice or 
rats. Dlodorus tells of a mountain in 
Numidia inhabited by a "common- 
wealth" of cats, so that no bird ever 
ventured to neet hi Its woods. No re- 
mains of cats were found in Pompeii 
or Herculanoum, but in the Museum 
at Naples are some mosaics that earn* 
from Pompeii which show that eats 
were known there, as they are repre- 
sented as attacking or killing birds. 


A writer who lived from 627 to 585, 


in the reign of Justinian, has left two 
epigrams in which he scores a. cat for 
tearing off the head of a tame part- 
ridge. A celebrated ancient poem be- 
wai'ing the cat*a destructive procBvI- 
tles i« the "Anathema. Marantha," by 
John Skelton, m the "Boko of Phyryp 
Sparowe," in which he calls dowB 
upon the whole race of cats the ven- 
geance of the gods, mankind and the 
monsters of all creation to punishment 
for the killing of a pet bird. The poem 
begins: 


That vengeance I «Ae tad cry* 


On all the vtafc nacjon 
Of cartes, wild and tame. 
God send them sorrowe and shame 
That cat eapecjalir 
That slew so crocflf 
My lytell prettjr «p»rrmre 
That I bought Tip at Carcnre. 


He devotes this cruel "carte" to th« 


tender mercies of the lions, leopards, 
"dragones," the formidable "manty- 
cory of tho monntaynes," and hopes 
that "the greedy gripes might tare out 
all thy trypes," and so on. The little 
bird's mistress also joins in the denun- 
ciation. She walls:

The Fort Wayne Sentinel 
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Home Gardening Movement. 


If general and substantial good is to come out of the movement 


for encouraging home gardens in Fort "Wayne this year there most be 
organization of the work. It is much to be hoped that this may be 
brought »bont There are hundreds—doubtless thousands—of homes 
in Fort "Wayne where a part of the premises may be readily adapted 
to the growing of vegetables on a scale that will do much to relieve 
the burden of high costs of living. 


To what extent such a movement might.be usefully co-ordinated 


with, the clean backyards campaign we do not know or undertake to 
say. Perhaps a better total of -results would be obtained by keeping 
the two movements separated. Certainly the one ought to be permit- 
ted in no way to interfere with the other. The clean-up movement is 
itself too important to be sacrificed in any way to the campaign for 
reducing the cost of living and should be pressed forward in any 
event. 


It i« purposed that there shall be an extensive cultivation of 


lots in and about the city by persons to whom, such an opportunity 
will mean a great and important relief from the heavy burdens of ex- 
istence. With unoccupied land supplementing the available small 
areas that may be found in nearly all home premises the people of this 
city can produce enough by their own labors in odd times of leisure 
from regular employment to largely supply tables wijh vegetables 
during the summer and fall and in many instances to produce a sur- 
plus of such as are adapted to storage that might last well into the 
winter. There are interesting possibilities in this movement and prac- 
tical work ought soon to be brought under way. 


Besides providing a healthful diversion from the tedious routine 


of daily toil the cultivation of home and vacant lot vegetable gardens 
will teach new economies, impress hundreds with the value of the soil 
they occupy and bring about a great improvement in the condition 
and appearance of residential premises. It is a sound and helpful 
movement that is proposed and the proper agencies for encouraging 
it ought to enlist their services at once. The time for preparing 
ground and getting in seeds is near at hand. 


Indiana's Great Storm. 


Indiana has no record of a worse natural catastrophe than that 


which visited it Sunday, when a tornado swept across the east central 
part of the state. The death toll is heavy and tragic and the material 
losses are prodigious. 


The .thriving and progressive city of Newcastle is the worst suf- 


ferer. At the time this is written the number of fatalities remains un- 
certain, but it appears the dead will considerably exceed a score, 
while damage to property is estimated at approximately a million dol- 
lars. Many were injured and large numbers were rendered homeless 
by the destruction of their dwellings. The little city is in sad plight. 
Besides having its dead to mourn and its property losses to sustain 
it is suffering from the paralysis that is the inseparable accompani- 
ment of all such overwhelming disasters. 


The people of Port Wayne will be ready to extend a helping hand 


to Newcastle and her stricken people in any way that their aid may 
be useful in meeting immediate stresses, should assistance from the 
outside be required and acceptable. 


This terrifying and death-dealing storm so near by serves to em- 


phasize again the notable fact that though destructive phenomena of 
the sort has frequently come close to Fort Wayne this city always has 
escaped such a stroke of disaster. Both to the north and to the south 
fierce storms have wrought great damage, but save for the uprooting 
of trees and the lifting of roofs Fort Wayne has not suffered from the 
wind. Near two years ago a tornado swept along the northern en- 
virons of Fort Wayne to the northeast, leaving a trail of prostrated 
forests and orchards and razed barns, but it spared the city. 


The fates at least are playing fair with the political parties in con- 


gress. After breaking the tie by claiming a democratic member from 
New York a few days ago, the inscrutable sisters have restored it by 
removing a republican member from New Hampshire. All tho more 
reason, again, why there should be a coalition organization of the 
house, a working together for good and an effective check on tho lit- 
tle coterie of independents in whose midst has flourished a conspiracy 
for having their own way.

curtail allowances of such vegetable 
luxuries as potatoes, onions and cab- 
bage. 
"Where we used to feed 2,000 pounds 


of potatoes we have cut tho rations in 
half," sa.id Mr. Do Vry. "Onions are 
very nearly out of the question hut wo 
manage to get eonugh to give the gi- 
raftes a taste every week, by flavoring 
their carrots with onion Juice. Other 
days they have their grated horserad- 
ish as a relish. Food for the 2,500 in- 
mates of the zoo is purchased on year- 
ly contracts, so wo haven't noticed the 
high cost of living very much. It av- 
erages 
about 
$15,000 a year. The 


monkeys live mostly on carrots which 
they like as woll as bananas. 
Rye 


bread is tho staple for the hears and 
the ostriches live on a.lfalfa which Is 
an ideal food for them. 
Of course, 


ve cannot find any substitute for meat 
for tho lions and tigers but so far we 
have got along all right.
